EDITOR'S CHAIR 


Ukrainian Catholics gained a Cardinal on February 22, 

1965. 

Ukrainian Catholics rejoiced upon hearing the joyous news 
of having their own cardinal — Ukrainian Metropolitan and 
Archbishop Yoseyf Slipyi, 72. now living in Rome. 

He was born in a western Province of the Ukraine, Jan. 
17> 1892. Until the Second World War he was the rector of a 
Ukrainian Theological Academy in Liviv. Later he became an 
Archbishop and then a Metropolitan upon the death of Andriy 
Sheptycky. 

He was arrested by the Soviet Union with other Catholic 
bishops and priests. After 17 years in prison Where he underwent 
many hardships he was released two years ago and since then 
much interest has been taken in his activities. He has contributed 
his work to the monastery in Rome for Ukrainian students which 
was visited by Pope Paul VI recently. The visit to India with 
Pope Paul VI was also indicative of his prominent position in the 
Catholic Church- 

He is the fourth Ukrainian Catholic to become a Cardinal. 
The first Cardinal was Cardinal Isidore, in the 1500’s, of Kiev, 
Ukraine. The next two cardinals were in the 1900’s — Cardinal 
Michael Lewickyj and Cardinal Sembratovich~'fH$0‘' v i> 

We can all be proud of the honour which has been given 
to our Ukrainian Catholic Cardinal Slipyi. Through his hardships 
he has retained his fervent Catholic faith and has been reward¬ 
ed this honourable position. We shall all follow closely his activi¬ 
ties in the future and remember him in our prayers for he has 
now tremendous duties and obligations to fulfill for the good of 
the Ukrainian Catholic Church and its people. 

May God bless him and aid him in his endeavours. 
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OUR PRESIDENT COMMENTS 


It is on two subjects that I wish 
to converse with you today. The 
first and the joyful one pertains to 
the appointment of the Primate of 
the Ukrainian Catholic Church, Ma¬ 
jor Archbishop Josef Slipyj as Car¬ 
dinal. The announcement which 
reached the world on January 25 
was received with great satisfaction 
by all Ukrainians in the world. We 
of the free world can thank God' 
openly for this blessing that He 
chose to bestow upon our Ukrainian 
Church. Our brothers and sisters in 
the Ukraine will also hear of this 
great event — it will give them 
strength and perseverance until the 
day when the morning rays of free¬ 
dom will shine on the land of our 
ancestors and they will join us in 
the free and humble praise of God. 
I ask you and your clubs to offer 
thanks to the Almighty for this 
elevation of our church. You will 
be well advised to devote a meet¬ 
ing to this great event, have your 
spiritual director give you an ac¬ 
count of the new Cardinal’s life, 
dwell on one of our past Cardinals 
and' renew your knowledge of the 
College of Cardinals. The new Car¬ 
dinals is our first in this century 
and the fourth in the history of our 
church. 

The second subject pertains to the 
month of February. This month is 
dedicated annually to the promo¬ 
tion of interest in the Catholic Press 
and to the creation of public aware¬ 
ness of the importance of news¬ 
papers which promote and defend 
the Catholic faith, the rights of God 
and Church and of human freedom. 
The Catholic press is a valuable 
source of information about the 


events in the Catholic world and in 
the life of our church. It strives to 
interpret the true significance of 
today’s events in the light of eternal 
truths. Pope St. Pius X said “to be 
a Catholic, to call yourself a Cath¬ 
olic, even to belong to Catholic or¬ 
ganizations and associations, and at 
the same time to be indifferent to 
the interests of the Catholic press 
is obvious nonsense”. Unfortunately 
many Ukrainians fail to appreciate 
the importance of Catholic papers— 
and probably more often of the 
Ukrainian Catholic paper. We are 
blessed with the freedom of press 
in Canada — and this freedom is 
being utilized by our church. We 
have in Canada weekly and monthly 
Ukrainian Catholic publications. 
Are you aware of them? Have you 
seen them? Are your parents sub¬ 
scribing them? We have published 
in Canada the Ukrainian News, 
Progress, Our Aim, The Light, The 
Redeemer’s Voice, My Friend (for 
children), Youth, etc. (addresses 
given at the end of this article). 
You have an obligation to know 
these papers and to support them. 
We of the U.C.Y. have a publication 
of our own — Youth. The magazine 
is published through subscriptions 
collected in our memberships and 
through donations made by in¬ 
dividuals and various U.C.Y. locals 
and executives. For twenty-one 
years this magazine has served as 
a link between the various execu¬ 
tives and individual members. The 
magazine has had its ups and downs 
but no matter at what stage it was, 
we had it. Presently steps are be- 
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ing taken to ensure a regular pub¬ 
lication of this magazine and placing 
it on a better financial basis. 
Whether your National Executive 
will succeed in this undertaking will 
depend on them and you. We have 
set a program for the Youth mag¬ 
azine (will be published in this 
magazine) which with your support 
will make the magazine the type 
you would like it to be. In this 
month of the Catholic press, let’s 
rejuvenate our support for our mag¬ 
azine — Youth.

OBJECTS 

1. To bring knowledge of our re¬ 
ligion, rite and culture to its read¬ 
ers. 

2. To strengthen the tie between 
the members and their national, dio¬ 
cesan and local executives. 

3. To help promote projects such 
as desired by the various executives. 

GOALS 

1. Continue improving the mate¬ 
rial published in the magazine. 
Strive to obtain more material from 
the clergy, individual members, na¬ 
tional diocesan and local executives. 
—Each issue to carry a contribution 
by the Editor and National Pres¬ 
ident. 

—Ask all Spiritual Directors of 
U.C.Y. Clubs for articles and also 
give them some suggested topics. 
—Request permission from the mag¬ 
azine “Light” and “Redeemer’s 
Voice” to use some of their mate¬ 
rial. 

—Ask certain Ukrainian Canadians 
for articles from them, e.g., teach¬ 
ers, professors, politicians. 

—Commence a “Reader’s Column” 
in which would be carried opin¬ 
ions or questions from the read¬ 
ers. Answers to these would be 
published in the same issue. 

—Introduce a column called “News 
and Events”. This would be a 
summary of the news items on 
more important events which per¬ 
tain to Ukrainian life. Summariz¬ 
ed in this column would be mate¬ 
rial from other publications and 
would cover such things as the 
Vatican Council, activities of the 
Ukrainian Canadian Committee, 


news of Ukrainians in other coun¬ 
tries, appointment of Ukrainians 
to important positions, issuance of 
new Ukrainian books, etc. 

—An extended series of articles on 
Ukrainian history, church, peo¬ 
ple, language, customs. 

—A series of articles on vocations, 
professions, trades, hobbies, lead¬ 
ership universities, trade schools, 
etc. 

—Articles made from the talks 
given at conventions, communion 
breakfasts, debates, etc. 

—The magazin e must carry a cer¬ 
tain amount of articles in the 
Ukrainian language. At the be¬ 
ginning one article should be in 
Ukrainian and this should be in¬ 
creased in number according to 
the amount of readers who can 
read in Ukrainian — all diocesan 
executives will be asked to carry 
out a survey in their diocese. 

—Ukrainian songs and poems to 
be published in each issue. 

—At the end of the articles or poems 
the English translations will be 
provided for harder words. 

2. Get the magazine published 
regularly, e.g. to be mailed on the 
third Thursday of each month. In 
order to bring this matter of con¬ 
sistent late publishing to the atten¬ 
tion of the Ukrainian Catholic Com¬ 
munity in Canada, the following 
action will be taken: 

(1) Request all diocesan U.C.Y. 
executives to submit a letter di- 
dectly to the printers, stating the 
difficulties they encounter caused 
by having the magazine appear so 
irregular. 
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(2) The National Executive to 
submit a letter to the printers de¬ 
tailing the difficulties being experi¬ 
enced. A copy of this letter is to 
be forwarded to the Metropolitan 
and each Bishop. 

(3) Hold a meeting (Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 14, 1965) with the following 
present: 

(a) His Excellency, Bishop Sava- 
ryn, O.S.B.M., D.D. 

(b) Father Sopulak, Managing 
Editor of Ukrainian News Pub¬ 
lishers 

(c) Father Greschuk, Spiritual 
Director of the U.C.Y. National 
Executive. 

(d) Father Dziadyk, O.S.B.M., 
Spiritual Director of the UCY 
Edmonton Eparchy 

(e) Mrs. Pawlykowsky, President 
of the National B.U.C. 

(g) All U.C.Y. Presidents in Ed¬ 
monton. 

(h) The National U.C.Y. Execu¬ 
tive. 

(i) Dr. Smulski, National Presi¬ 
dent, Ukrainian Catholic Coun¬ 
cil of National Executive. 

(j) Mrs. Shklanka, Youth Co¬ 
ordinator UCWL. 

At this meeting all of the details 
of the Youth Magazine will be pre¬ 
sented and aid from the Metropoli¬ 
tan, Bishops and other organizations 
will be requested. 

3. Give more responsibility to the 
National and Diocesan Press Chair¬ 
men. Have outlined for them a list 
of articles which they will be res¬ 
ponsible to submit for publication. 

Submit to each Diocesan Press 
Chairman every year a list of topics 
which they are to follow in sub¬ 
mitting articles every month. These 
topics may be done by the local 
clubs at the direction of the Dio¬ 


cesan Press Chairman. The articles 
will deal with one of the following: 

1. Culture 

2. Rite 

3. Religion « 

4. Article in Ukrainian 

5. Humourous column or jokes 

Each month send to the Diocesan 

Press Chairmen some information on 
how to write better articles or other 
information concerning the mag¬ 
azine. Som e of the topics to be cov¬ 
ered will be:

3. Body of article 

4. Last paragraph 

5. How to cover conventions

LEARNING UKRAINIAN-A SPIRITUAL MATTER

In reading the above heading one 
may be inclined to think that an 
error has been made. After all, is 
not our Ukrainian language a cul¬ 
tural matter? Is it not an element 
of the cultural heritage that has 
been handed down to us proudly 
and faithfully by our forefathers? 
Surely we are all aware of the col¬ 
our and music that is found in 
Ukrainian poetry, written by en- 
lightned Ukrainian poets. We are 
all aware of the very special quality 
that is found in Ukrainian folk¬ 
songs, children’s songs and young 
lover’s songs that cannot be equal¬ 
led in the English language for their 
sentimental and' musical effects. 
These things are indeed a wonderful 
cultural heritage for us and when 
we learn and preserve our Ukrai¬ 
nian language we preserve these 
things for our own joy and satisfac¬ 
tion, for the edification of ourselves 
and for the contribution we make 
to our society by preserving what 


has been handed down to us. This 
is indeed a cultural aspect of our 
lives of which we are all aware 
-—why then does the heading say 
that learning Ukrainian is a spiri¬ 
tual matter? Read on, Ukrainian 
Catholic friends, for the salvation of 
our very souls is at stake. 

If we have been taught the things 
we should' have been, we will ap¬ 
preciate that the main purpose of 
our existence is to honour God with 
all aspects of our lives so that in 
the final count, when our life’s jour¬ 
ney is done we can stand before the 
judgment throne and give a good 
account of ourselves and our lives. 
The Lord will ask us whether we 
loved Him and served Him, whether 
we followed His commandments, 
and lived our lives according to his 
teachings. He will ask us whether 
we individually have accepted the 
gift of salvation that is ours through 
Jesus Christ. We will have to an¬ 
swer these questions and by our 
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answers our everlasting rewards or 
punishments will be determined. 

Now, the church is the instrument 
which God uses to teach us His 
laws and commandments. It is from 
the pulpit that we learn how to 
love, honour and serve our Lord. 
As we listen to the message of sal¬ 
vation coming from our pastors we 
are made aware of God’s existence, 
of His love for us and the plan for 
our salvation that He has provided. 
We are guided throughout our lives 
from the cradle to the grave by the 
Holy words read from the sacred 
scriptures. Our spiritual lives are 
constantly rejuvenated by our visits 
to our Church—rejuvenated, that is, 
if we understand Ukrainian and are 
able to benefit by what we hear 
because we can understand it. If 
we do not understand what we hear 
then our spiritual life is like a 
vacuum which is not filled. How can 
we know God’s message unless we 
are told. And, again, how can we 
know unless we understand what 
we are told. If we do not learn the 
things we need for our spiritual 
welfare and do not receive our daily 
and weekly encouragement when 
we go to church, because we do not 
understand Ukrainian, what is the 
state of our souls? Will we be saved? 

Now we came to realize what is 
meant when it is said that learning 
Ukrainian has spiritual implications. 
If we do not learn our native tongue 
adequately we suffer much cultural¬ 
ly, but we lose more, much more 
spiritually. This is a challenge that 
we and the Church have to face and 
solve in these changing times. The 
problem cannot be ignored. We have 
to rise with a tremendous revival 
in the learning of the Ukrainian 
language or the church services re¬ 
gretfully will not be of as much 


benefit to us as they should be. Our 
souls and our lives will suffer a 
serious loss. We may be forced to 
use the English language. 

Young people, what are your 
thoughts in this grave and serious 
matter. Let us hear from you. Write 
your opinions to this magazine and 
they will be published. You have a 
responsibility to let everyone know 
your thoughts and your solutions to 
this problem. We must find the an¬ 
swer. Let me repeat — The souls of 
our young people are at stake. 

Editor’s Note: The above topic 
which our cultural chairman has 
brought to our attention is very 
vital to the welfare of our Church. 
In the “Reader’s Opinion” column 
you will see that it is being dis¬ 
cussed in the Toronto Diocese. All 
of you that were at the National 
convention last July will also re¬ 
call the afternoon when this same 
topic was discussed and, believe me, 
there were many ideas expressed. 

Let us hear your opinions on this 
subject — clergy, parents and our 
dear youth—this effects all of you.

A Question of Languages 

It has been my privilege of late to 
speak with several of our Ukrainian 
Catholic Youth. The topic of con¬ 
versation was “Should the sermon 
in our Mass be delivered' in Ukrai¬ 
nian or should it be in English?” I 
have found in my interviews two 
different schools of thought. 

The first believe that the Ukrai¬ 
nian tradition will be lost with the 
introduction of English into the 
Mass. The second welcomes the 
English language into the Divine 
Liturgy. Let us examine each side 
of this topic. 

To begin with, we will look at 
those who favour an entirely Ukrai¬ 
nian Mass. The concern here is that 
our Ukrainian traditions will be 
overlooked. This group has a latent 
fear that our Ukrainian traditions 
will be overlooked, and of a ten¬ 
dency towards a similarity to the 
Western or Latin Rite. Being Ukrai¬ 
nian Catholic, we should remain so 
in the strictest sense. The Church 
is, for these people, a place to pro¬ 
tect Ukrainian Customs brought 
over from the Old Country, a place 
to guard' our heritage. Also, English 
would not do for many Ukrainians 
m the sermon portion of the Mass 
who have a limited English voca¬ 
bulary. These people would feel out 
of place in their own Church. 

On the other hand, those who sup¬ 
port a mixed Mass feel quite dif¬ 
ferently. The following are some 
opinions I have received from this 
group. First of all, a great majority 
of our youth are of Canadian birth 
and their knowledge or the Ukrai¬ 
nian Language is quite limited. 
Quite often the sermon means little 


or nothing to them. It does not seem 
to reach them. On many occasions 
our Youth have attended Latin Rite 
Masses while their parents have at¬ 
tended the Ukrainian Mass. Why 
this diversity? The common reply 
was as follows: “I just don’t under¬ 
stand and as a result I am bored. 
This is why I prefer a Latin Rite 
Mass”. 

The purpose of this article is not 
to supply the answer to this prob¬ 
lem but to obtain your opinion. I 
personally would like to know and 
I am sure that other members in 
our Diocese would also be interest¬ 
ed. Write in your suggestions to a 
solution of this problem.

To the members of the Ottawa 
Ukrainian Catholic Youth Organiza¬ 
tion and to about thirty youth mem¬ 
bers from other parts of Ontario, 
Labour Day week-end, September 
5-6, 1964 was not just another long 
week-end.

The speaker for the first 
session on Church Unity was Father 
Victor Soroka OSBM who gave a 
lucid, concise report on Church 
Unity and what the Youth in par¬ 
ticular could do to assist the work 
for Unity. The speaker for the sec¬ 
ond session, Father Cornelius Pasi- 
chny OSBM gave an entertaining 
clear and useful talk on Youth Prob¬ 
lems although his remarks were 
largely confined to the ideals of 
Youth, leaving actual solutions to 
workshop sessions. Workshop Ses¬ 
sions were also held during the 
Church Unity session. 

On the topic of Church Unity, 
such questions as “what is the role 
of the UCY in the Ecumenical mo¬ 
vement in your locality?” were dis¬ 
cussed by the group. Questions such 
as “what ways can you think ot 
for promoting initiative and co¬ 
operation among club members?” 
were answered by the group during 
the session on Youth problems. 
These sessions proved to be stimu¬ 
lating and, it is to be hoped, of value 
to everyone present. All workshop 
chairmen presented reports that in¬ 
dicated concern with, and an un¬ 
derstanding of, the topics being dis¬ 
cussed. 

But not all was hard work. At 
7:30 p.m., Saturday evening, fol¬ 
lowing the sessions, a banquet was 
held at our church hall followed by 
a dance. One of the highlights of 
the evening was the presentation of 
the Bishop Borecky trophy to the 
most active club in the Diocese — 
Sault Ste. Marie! Congratulations!

Kitchener! Congratulations, again.

Sunday morning more than fifty 
youth attended communion break¬ 
fast at the beautiful Basilian 
Fathers’ Monastery in Ottawa.

BISHOP RUSNAK 

CONSECRATED IN TORONTO 

At St. Michael’s Church on Jan. 
2, 1965 Bishop Rusnak, 43, was con¬ 
secrated as apostolic visitator to 
25,000 Slovaks of the Byzantine rite. 
Bishop Rusnak is also the Auxiliary 
Bishop to the Most Reverend Isi¬ 
dore Borecky, D.D., the Ukrainian 
Catholic Bishop of Toronto Diocese. 

He became a priest in 1949 and 
was a prisoner of the Czech Com¬ 
munists for 15 months until he 
escaped in 1961. Following his es¬ 
cape h e went to the United States 
and in 1952, he came to Toronto. 

27 NEW CARDINALS 
CONSECRATED 

The new number of Cardinals 
consecrated now brings the total 
to 103 which is the largest 
number in the history of the Cath¬ 
olic Church. One of the new car¬ 
dinals is Cardinal Slipyi which 
means that we now have our own 
Ukrainian Cardinal. Two other car¬ 
dinals from communist countries 
have also been elevated to their po¬ 
sitions — Cardinal Franjo Seper of 
Zagreb, Zugoslavia and Cardinal 
Josef Beran of Prague, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. 

Canada has gained its third car¬ 
dinal — Cardinal Maurice Roy of 
Quebec City. The other two car¬ 
dinals in Canada are Cardinal Leger 


of Montreal and Cardinal McGuigan 
of Toronto.

ON SEPT. 14, 1965
